An immense Yield. 

The St. Helena, Cal., Star is au- 
thority for the following: G. Groe- 
zinger of Yountville, had this year, 
on one small tract, the largest yield 
of grapes we have ever heard of. 
It is a triangular piece, containing 
4,009 vines, from which was picked, 
by correct count, 69 tons of grapes, 
reserving one ton for family use, 
and about a ton destroyed 
by chickens. Seventy tons are 
140,000 1 which, divided by 
4,009 e number of the vines, 
makes nearly 35 pounds to the vine. 
We do not know how many acres 
these particniar vines make, but as 
the range is from 800 to 1,000 to the 
acre, there are probably about four 
and one-half aeres, which would 
make a yield of over 151 tons per 
acre. e variety is the Frontig- 
nau, and the value of the four and 
one-half acre crop is about $2,700.

A Heavy Beef Shipment. 
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The waste of the glass furnaces— 
such as pieces of broken glass, flaw 
Klass, hearth-droppings and the 
glass remaining adherent to the 
blower’s pipe—is utilized again, 
serving a purpose in the manufac- 
ture of glass similar to ragsin pa- 
per-making. Agate glass is made 
by melting waste pieces af colored 
glass. One two thousand tons of 
cullet, or broken glass, are collected 
in the metropolis alone, and sold to 
the few city glass works to be re- 
melted. roken bottles are now 
collected and utilized. Thousands 
of tons of these are broken every 
year in London alone. Broken 
‘wines’? and broken sodas“ are 
converted to many useful purposes, 
The latter especially. 

The broken bottles are utilized 
for the manufacture of cheap jew- 


ferior bousehold glass for the man- 
ufacturing districts. They are a 
used for the manufacture of emery 

wder, glass paper, etc. Some 
dea of the number of ‘“sodas’’ 
broken in the process of filling, 
corking, cleaning and distributing 
may be gathered from the circum- 
stances that one great mineral- 
water manufactured in London sold 
last year 100 tons.
